Sedalia’* chances 
for 
securing 
the location of an aviation training 
camp in Sedalia are 99 per cent 
good, according to Attorney Holmes 
Hall and I. B. Dunlap, who return­ 
ed Sunday afternoon from Wash­ 
ington, where they have been for 
the past two weeks and a half, con­ 
ferring with w ar department of­ 
ficials and officers of the aviation 
section of the United States army. 
All Sedalia has to do, according 
to Messrs. Hall and Dunlap,* is to 
sit tight and wait for the commis­ 
sion of arm y officers, 
who 
will 
visit Sedalia this week to inspect 
the site here. 
According to Mr. 
Dunlap, the commission will con­ 
sist of from one to three officers. 
One of 
them 
probably 
will 
be 
Major Fulois, of the aviation sec­ 
tion, one of the oldest army avia­ 
tors, in point of service, in the 
world. 
Secretary of W ar Baker has been 
advised that 
the 
general 
topo­ 
graphy of the country around Se­ 
dalia is very similar to that of the 
lighting front in France, and the 
Ozark mountains, which 
are 
but 
forty miles south of here, are ap­ 
proximately the 
height 
of 
the 
mountainous country in the section 
of France where the fighting is tak­ 
ing place. 
In brief, here is the report which 
Messrs. Hall and Dunlap made on 
their return from Washington: 
A commission of aviation officers 
will leave Washington Tuesday and 
will arrive in Sedalia about T hurs­ 
day. 
They will make a thorough 
inspection of the state fair grounds 
and buildings and the country sur­ 
rounding Sedalia. 
It is quite probable that an avia­ 
tor and an airplane may be brought 
here from Topeka for the use of 
the commission when it arrives. 
Mr. Dunlap telephoned Mr. Hall 
Monday that an aviator and an air­ 
plane are available if arrangem ents 
can be perfected to bring them 
here. 
With the use of a plane, 
the visiting officials could get a 
first class view* of the country 
surrounding Sedalia and would be 
enabled to more definitely deter­ 
mine atmospheric conditions here. 
A bird’s eye view of all of Central 
Missouri could be 
obtained, 
and 
would result in more quickly de­ 
ciding the m atter of the fitness of 
the location here for a training 
camp. 
The government will 
want 
a 
tract of land approximately one anil 
one-half miles square. 
If the state 
fair grounds are accepted as a site 
for a training camp, the govern­ 
ment will want to divert the Six­ 
teenth street road around the edge 
of the camp, instead of where it 
now is located. 
All telephone and 
electric wires on the 
state 
fair 
grounds and adjacent eround to be 
used for the camp will be placed 
underground and all cross fences 
removed. Alterations in 
the 
en­ 
trance* to many of the buildings 
will be made to make them avail­ 
able for use as hangars for the 
airplanes. 
All this work will b'1 
done at government expense, and if 
the camp si*e ever is abandoned, 
the buildings and grounds will be 
replaced as they are at present.

ask for an option to purchase state 
fair grounds from the state, if it 
so desires.

aviation training camp in Missouri 
is all part of

likelihood will be pcr- 
the government is pre- 
a systematic arrange­ 
ment of camps and supply stations 
that may be utilized for the rapid 
and economic handling of troops 
and supplies in 
any 
emergency 
which may arise in the future. 
According to information gained 
by Messrs. Hall and Dunlap while 
in Washington, the government is 
positively going to 
establish 
an 
aviation camp in Missouri, and Se­ 
dalia is the only point being ser­ 
iously 
considered. 
Congressman 
Champ Clark has been m aking ef­ 
forts to have the camp located in 
his section of the state, but ground 
conditions there are not favorable. 
Sedalia’s location is ideal. 
The 
ground is comparatively level, the 
air currents are 
“straight,** 
and 
th e re is no foggy seasons here. 
T h e air is better than at the Min­ 
eola camp on Long Island. 
Mr. Dunlap says the 
city 
en­ 
gineer here should be employed at 
once in preparing a contour map 
of the proposed site, for the use of 
th e officials who will come here to 
inspect the site. 
T he aviation camp at Dayton, 
Mr. Dunlap states, has 101 
build­ 
ings, which have been built by the 
g o v e r n m e n t at a cost of $750,000 
Seventy airplanes are now in u^se 
th e re in training students 
An attem pt is now being made

July 23.—Suspension 
by the railroads during the period 
of the war of “all efforts not de­ 
signed to help directly in the win­ 
ning of the war,” is urged by the 
special committee on national de­ 
fense of the American railway as. 
soci at ion in a letter addressed to 
public service commissions and all 
state, county 
and 
municipal 
au­ 
thorities throughout 
the country. 
“The 
present 
emergency 
ha* 
imposed on 
railroads,” 
says 
the 
letter, “a very 
unusual 
strain in 
transporting men, food, coal, mu­ 
nitions and materials in augm ent­ 
ed quantity. This burden, 
while 
cheerfully undertaken, requires ev­ 
ery ounce of energy, every unit of 
rolling stock, every dollar of capi­ 
tal. every bit of supplies and coal 
which the railroads can supply. 
“It is the opinion 
of 
the com­ 
mittee that all efforts not designed 
to help in winning the w'ar should 
be suspended during the period 
of the war. 
“Therefore, 
this 
committee 
earnestly recommends that, during 
the w'ar, the railroads be required 
by the public authorities to make
